NOovirricaTION. : 


‘Wuereas His Excellency the Governor in Council is satisfied that there is danger of ax 
outbreak of plague in 'Tirumalai, Tiruchanur, and Tirupati, in the Chendragiri taluq of the 
North Arcot district, if persons from Anantapur, Bellary, Coimbatore, Cuddapah, Nortk 
Arcot, Salem, South Canara, and the Nilgiri districts of the Madras Presidency, the Mysore 
State, Bombay Presidency, Bengal, the Punjab, the United Provinces of Agra and Oudh, 
Hyderabad State, Central Provinces (including Berar), Central India, Cashmere, Rajputana, 
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and other parts declared to be infected with plague are permitted to visit those places on the 
oceasion of the ensuing Lrahmotsavam festivals at Tirumalai: 

In exercise of the powers en to him under the Epidemic Diseases Act, 1897, His 
Excellency in Council prohibits the attendance at the said festivals and at the said three 
places, viz., Tirumalai, Tiruchanur, and Tirupati, from the 6th to the 20th September 1904, 
inclusive, and from the 4th to the 18th October 1904, inclusive, of persons from the said parts ; 
and further directs that during the said periods no tickets to travel by rail shall be sold within 
the plague-infected parts of the districts of Anantapur, Bellary, Coimbatore, Cuddapah, North 
Arcot, Salem, and the Nilgiris for the stations of Peddapadu, Mamandur, Renigunta, Pudi, 
Tadukv, and Puttur on the Madras Railway, and Pakala, Panapakam, Chandragiri, Tirupati 
West, Tirupati Hast, Renigunta, Yerpedu, and Kalahasti on the South Indian Railway to 
any person intending or believed to be intending to be present at the festivals.

Rules for the appointment of Sub-Inspectors of Police. 


No. 8992J.—The 16th August 1904.—The recruitment of Sub-Inspectors for the 
investigating staff of the Bengal Police is at present made (1) by competition in accordance 
with the rinted rules which follow ; (2) by promotion from the rank and file of the Police 
Force ; and (3) by nomination of approved candidates by the Inspector-General of Police. 

2. All candidates, however selected, will have to undergo a courso of training in the 
Bhagalpur Police Training School. : 

8. In order that candidates who do not know English, but are otherwise eligible as 
investigating officers, may be taught in the Police Training School, the curriculum at that 
institution shall be either in English or in the vernacular. 

4. Examinations will be held at any one or more of the following centres in accordance 
with a Government notification which will be published in the Caleut:a and Police Gazettes, 
and will determine and specify the centres at which examinations will be held and the 
number of appointments to be competed for at each— 

At Caloutta (Senate Hall) for the Presidency, Rajshahi, Burdwan, Dacca, and 
Ohittagong Divisions, and at Bankipore for the Patna, Bhagalpur, and Chota Nagpur 
Divisions. 

Information as to the hour and place of examination can be obtained 15 days before 
the examination by applying to the District Magistrates of the 24-Parganas and Patna. 

5. The following classes of candidates, who are qualified under the next succeeding rule, 
will be admissible to the examination by (1) competition :— 

(a) Persons who have passed the Entrance examination of the Calcutta, Allahabad

Wirn a view to give a further stimulus to the cause of female education, and to 
encourage girls to continue to read up to comparatively high standards, the following 
relaxation of the rules in favour of Hindu and Muhammadan girls obtaining Primary or 
Middle Scholarships has been sanctioned in Government orders No. 10741'.G., dated the 
28rd June 1904:—_ i 

If a Hindu or Muhammadan girl obtains a Primary or Middle Scholarship and is unable 
to attend any recognised school, owing to the customs obtaining in Bengal or to the circum- 
stances of the particular class to which the scholar belongs, or to distance from any suitable 
school, then, if the scholar still prosecutes her studies to a higher stage, the scholarship gained 
by her will be held to her credit subject to the following arrangements :—If before the expira- 
tion of the period for which the scholarship is to be held the girl-pupil in question submits 
to an examination to be held by an ‘Inspectress of Schools, or by a female teacher for Zenana 
education, or by an Inspector of Schools, or by a Deputy Inspector of Schools, or by some 
officer specially selected by the Inspector of Schools for the purpose, and if the scholar is 
found on such examination to have attained the desired higher stage of education, then the 
scholarship money, which would under ordinary circumstances have been paid to her in the 
form of monthly stipends, may be paid to her as a prize.

Notr.—All communications in connection with the above should be addressed to the Electrical Nngineer to the 
Government of Bengal, 58 Chowringhee, Calcutta, 


Disputed meters. 


1. Upon an application being received by the Government Electrical Engineer under 
clause 57 of the Calcutta Electric Lighting Licenses, 1896, 1900, or 1901, in connection with 
a difference arising between any consumer and the undertakers as to the accuracy of any 
meter, an appointment will be made with the consumer and the undertakers for an Inspector 
to attend at the preniises of the consumer. The Inspector will take charge of the meter 
ya * not to be disconnected from the circuit except in his presence, and then only by the 
undertakers. 


2. The Inspector will, as far as possible, ascertain before such disconnection takes place, 
whether the meter is properly fixed and connected with the circuit, and whether it appears 
to be in good working order, and it will then be removed under the supervision of the 
Inspector to the Government Electrical Laboratory. 


3. If the meter be of a type requiring to be tested for synchronism, it will, if 
necessary, after disconnection from the circuit and before removal from its position, be sealed 
up by the Inspector and run for at least 24 hours without current being allowed to pass 
through the main coils, and at the end of thatetime cr of such longer time as may be con- 
venient, the result will be ascertained by the Inspector and the meter then removed in the 
manner before indicated. 


4. Before removing the meter, the Inspector will ascertain as accurately as possible the 
total current which may be taken if all the current-consuming devices connected with the 
installation are put on to the cireuit, and also the average and the maximum normal 
ourrent,. 


5, If the Inspector considers it desirable, he will also, with the concurrence of the 
applicant and upon payment of the prescribed fee, test the insulation resistance of the house 
installation concerned.

8. In the case of meters which before being fixed shall have been tested and sealed by 
the Government Electrical Engineer and certified as correct meters, the meters will be tested 
for starting current and at one or more quarter loads, and if the results be approximately 
the same as those obtained in the previous tests, the meters will be considered correct.

In supersession of the Notification, dated the 12th July 1870, published in 
page 1359 of thie Calcutta Gazette of the 13th July 1870, the following revised 
rules, framed under section 9 of the Sea Customs Act, VIII of 1878, for regulat- 
ing the remuneration of Preventive Officers for overtime work on board ships 
loading or unloading in the port of Calcutta, are published for general 
information with the approval of the Lieutenant-Governor :— 


(¢) For all work done by the Preventive Officers before sunrise or after 
sunset, an overtime fee at the rate of Re. 1 per hour shall be 
levied from the merchants or ship-owners concerned. _ If, however, 
for the purpose of completing the discharge or intake of any 
particular lot of cargo, it is found necessary to work between 
sunset and sunrise for a period not exceeding 15 minutes, no fee 
shall be charged. Should the period of 15 minutes be exceeded, 
the full fee of one rupee will be charged for any broken period 
of the hour. 

(ii) For every hour in excess of 9 on which an officer works between 
sunrise and sunset, Government will pay him an overtime fee 
of one rupee, provided that no such fee will be paid unless the 
officer has worked for a total of 54 hours in the week, or for a 
number of hours equal to nine times the number of days on which 
he has been at work during the week.
